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HOW DOHENY ACQUIRED | 
CALIFORNIA OIL RESER' 


Land Was Transferred From Navy to Integ

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.——-The 
history of the transactions leading 
up to the leasing of the vast na- 
val oil reserve No. 1 in California, 
more commonly known as the Elk 
Hills Reserve, by Secretary of the 
Interior Fall to the Pan-American 
Petroleum and Transport Co., of 
which E. L. Doheny is president, 
is as follows: 

The reserve comprises . 32,000 
acres, and the amount of oil it con- 
tained before drilling started was 
estimated at 250,000,000 barrels. 
Together with Teapot Dome and 
teh three other naval reserves, it 
was transferred early in 1921 from 
teh custody of the Navy Depart- 
ment to that of the Department of 
the Interior. Secretary Fall urged 
this transfer. Secretady Denby ac- 
quiesced in it, and Presilent Hard- 
ing signed the order. 

About this time drilling opera- 
tions by the Standard Oil Co. on 
property adjoining the southeast 
corner of the Californio reserve 
threatened the reserve with 
drainage, although not of serious 


proportions. The area menaced 
was small. However to protect it, 
it was decided to drill “offset” 


wells just inside the Loundary, op- 
posite the wells causing the drain- 
age. This is the accepted method 
of defense in such cases. 
Contract to Doheny Interests. 
Bids were advertised for, and the 
contract for the defensive drilling 
was awarded in June, 1921, to the 
Doheny interests, the Government 
receiving royalties of the oil pro- 
duced. This royalty oil, or a large 
part of it, was turned back to Do- 
heney in exchange for oil storage 
facilities to be constructed at vari- 
ous places. 

In April 1922, bids for further 
drilling, which was not defensive, 
were called for. The contract to 
be awarded in this case provided 
for the construction of extensive 
storage facilities in Hawali. The 
work included the dredging of a 
ship channel and construction of 
docks. 

Like other competitors, Doheny 
submitted a bid conforming to the 
proposals and specifications, but he 
also submitted at the same time a 
secret alternative bid, of far great- 
er scope than contemplated in the 
specifications. Under the terms of 
this bid, he would receive a pref- 
erential right to half of the fre- 
serve in case it was decided to 
drill it. This bid was accepted. 

Leases Entire Reserve. 

In December, it was decided to 
drill this half of the reserve, the 
existing wells not having produced 
enough oil to pay Doheny for the 
construction which he was build- 
ing. Doheny thereupon exercised 
his preferential right to lease that 
half of the reserve, and Secretary 
Fall not only leased it to him, but 
leased the remaining half as well, 
thereby giving Doheny possession 
of the entire reserve. This con- 
tract was signed Dec. 11, 1922, and 
out of it, Doheny has testified, he 
expects to make a profit of $100,- 
000,000.

Display Consists of Wood Carving and Sculp- 
ture of Former Years and Work of Today 
Carried on before Spectators. 


Honest toil is holy service; faithful work

Workers, not mere posers, 
these Oberammergau folk, whose 
exposition of the crafts and prod- 
ucts of their world-famous Bavar- 
ian village is now in progress at 
the Coliseum. 


Their work of years past, largely | 
in wood carving and sculpture, and | 
or light brown.

carry on so far as the very frequent 
interruptions by spectators 
permit, form an exhibition of merit 
and interest, independent of the 
renown which these same villagers 
have gained in another work of art 
—the Passion Play given every 10 
years as a religious observance, 


Work of Andreas Lang Sr. 

Rugged Andreas Lang S5Sr., in 
blue smock and mountaineer’s 
laced boots, is making two figures 
in wood. One is St. Peter, seated 
and haloed as is the famous bronze 
figure in St. Peter’s at Rome. This 
elder’ Lang is the Peter of the 
Passion Play, but he is making this 
figure like the Roman model, 
rather than in his @gwn image. The 
other and larger statue which he 


has begun is that of David, at the 
moment when he has cut off Go- 
liath’s head and is resting upon 
the giant’s sword. Both are in 
light wood, with occasional brown 
graining. 

Near the elder Lang’s bench, 
and seen first by most of the spec- 
tators on entering at the north 
end of the building, are several 
carvers, in Tyrolean garb, with 
bare knees and wearing narrow 
green vests, held together by em- 
broidered braces. They use vari- 
ous woods, from the light pine to 
the dark walnut. Maple, pear, 
birch, oak and linden form most 
of their raw material. 

Wood carving, as 
who watched these workers last 
night is a work of infinite pa- 
tience. Much of it is laying down 
one tool and picking up another, 
for the carver is as particular in 
his use of various instruments as 
the golfer is with his sticks, and 
he changes. them oftener. A gen- 
tle blowing away of chips is kept 
up by these workers, who are 
among the younger actors in the 
Passion Play. 


Bas Relicf of Last Supper. 

Red-bearded Guido Mayr, whose 
expressive face has brought suc- 
cess in his role of Judas, has al- 
most finished a bas relief of “The 
Last Supper,” after the da Vinci 
pattern, but he is still polishing 
the background. Mayr’s carved 
figures are among the best shown. 
The faces of the Savior and the 
Twelve are clear cut, and the 
larger figures show grace of dra- 
pery and distinctness of muscle 
and veins. 

Andreas Lang Sr. and Mayr were

Replica of Town Museum. 

A replica of the town museum, 
which has a quaint and pious motto 
over the door, contains objects, 
some of them no more than crude 
toys, which illustrate the- begin- 


nings of the wood worker's art in, 


Oberammergau. Some of the 
articles shown in the museum are 
centuries old. 


Two recesses are given to art 
carvings of a secular character, 
the work of a long list of arti- 
ficers, some of whom are here, the 
greater part being still in the vil- 
lage. The work of 109 persons in 
all is shown, while 31 are in the 
t6éuring party. The secular sub- 
jects are mostly the human“and 
animal figures of mountain life, 
the shepherd, the flute player and 
his companion with a pretentious 
horn; the Four Seasons, two male 
and two female figures by Andreas 
Lang Jr., with coloring; grotesque 
chessmen, the kings bearded ko- 


bolds and the knights cadaverous_ 


mounted forms; candlesticks and 
tall lamp stands in dark woods. 
The sacred carvings shown on 
both sides of the arena include 
‘many crucifixes and figures of the 
Passion, both large and small, and 


}figures of the Madonna and child. 


Observation of the work In prog- 
ress shows that the smaller figures 
of Christ on the cross are carved 
from one plece, except for the 
arms, which are made separately 
and glued on. Two elaborate cribs, 
of the kind displayed in many 
churches, particularly the German 
Catholic churches, at Christmas 
time, are conspicuous. 


Glue, but No Putty Used. 


While the glue pot is in occa- 
sional use, no putty was visible, 
either on the work bench or in the 
finished product. The Oberam- 
mergay art is honest, and in a few 


cases where the wood has warped 


or cracked, there is no hiding of 
the fact. 

There are many dolls and dol! 
houses. Some of the latter are 
furnished with comical complete- 
ness. One of the oddest of the toy 
groups shows a moving van haul- 
ing away ‘a villager’s belongings, 
with pictures strapped on behind 
the wagon, and tiny rolls repre- 
senting the family bedding, while 
the articles of furniture were roped 
on the conveyance. Marionettes 
form a separate exhibit. 

A dry goods section represents 
the homespun and textile products 
of the whole Bavarian Tyrol, rather 
than of Oberammergau alone. It 
bears the name of a Munich store. 

Last night’s attendance was of 
encquraging size, f% being the ex- 
perience in other cities that the 
number of spectators grows daily. 
The exposition is open from 1:30 to 
4:30 each afternoon, and from 7:30 
to 10:30 each night, through next 
Wednesday.
